This was a sitting 
portrait done in 1958/59 for about $3,000. 

d. Mr. John A. McCone’s portrait was 
also painted by Mr. Draper in 1966 at a total 
cost of $4,687. This contract, as for Mr. Helms, 
was with Portraits, Inc., 136 East 57th Street, 
New York. 


e. General Hoyt Vandenberg’s portrait 
was painted by Mr. C. L. MacNelly at a cost of 
$4,221, and was painted from another portrait. 

f. Rear Admiral Sours' portrait was 
also painted by Mr. MacNelly at a cost of $3,804. 
Mr. MacNelly traveled twice to Saint Louis, Mis- 
souri to have Admiral Sours pose for the portrait.
